TYPES OF JOINTS 

Stanley Rule Joints contain a stiff 
spring that holds the rule rigid and 
prevents jack-knifing. Made in two 
styles. Concealed joints and rivet 
joints. 

Concealed Joint (A). There is no 
hole through the wood. Special ma¬ 
chinery permanently fastens the joint 
plates around the cut-out portion of 
the sticks. 

Rivet Joint (R). A Rivet, through 
the wood, joint plates and spring, per¬ 
manently fastens them together. 

STRIKE PLATES 

Pieces of metal on each section of the concealed joint 
rules prevent the sticks from rubbing on the gradua¬ 
tions. On rivet joint rules the rivet acts as a strike 
plate. 



WHY STANLEY JOINTS OVERCOME 
STRETCHING 

The illustrations below show the construction of a 
Stanley “Zig-Zag” Rule Joint. Note the locking 
recesses on one plate and the locking projections on 
the other, which nest and interlock when the plates 
are in line. They prevent endwise movement in 
either direction. The walls of the recesses and pro¬ 
jections are beveled so that they automatically take up 
wear. If you exert a strong 
pull on two sections of a rule, 
you can feel the joints move 
up a little on the beveled 
walls but the instant pres¬ 
sure is released they are back 
in locked po¬ 
sition.
